A RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SAN 

JOSE AUTHORIZING THE CITY MANAGER TO NEGOTIATE 

AND EXECUTE CERTAIN AGREEMENTS RELATED TO THE 

WORKFORCE INVESTMENT ACT (WIA) PROGRAM AND 

PROJECTS FOR FY 2009-2010 
 
 

WHEREAS, effective July 1, 2000, the City of San José (“City”) assumed operation 

of the federally funded job training programs previously operated under the County 

of Santa Clara Job Training Partnership Act Program; and  

 

WHEREAS, the Workforce Investment Act of 1998 (WIA) superseded the Job 

Training Partnership Act for funding federal job training services; and 

 

WHEREAS, the City’s job training program is now referred to as work2future 

(formerly known as the Silicon Valley Workforce Investment Network, or SVWIN); 

and 

 

WHEREAS, the City is a designated area provider of WIA services and administers 

certain agreements; and 

 

WHEREAS, the City Council desires to authorize the City Manager to negotiate and 

execute certain agreements, grant applications, grants and subgrant agreements, 

and necessary documents related to the WIA Program and projects for FY 2009-

2010; 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SAN 

JOSE THAT: 
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The City Manager is authorized to negotiate and execute the following agreements 

relating to the Workforce Investment Act (WIA) Program and projects: 

 

1. All contracts, amendments, agreements, leases, subleases, and 

memorandums of understanding with contractors and vendors providing 

services to the Workforce Investment Act Program, including, but not limited 

to novations or assignments, vendor training contracts, case management 

contracts, consultant contracts, memorandums of understanding required 

with Mandatory Partners for the use of One Stop facilities, and cities and the 

unincorporated area of Santa Clara County whose residents receive service 

under the WIA Program for the period July 1, 2009 to June 30, 2010 in 

accordance with procurement procedures and requirements mandated by the 

State and Federal governments for Workforce Investment Act grant recipients 

and with established City procurement procedures and requirements, that 

have been reviewed and approved by the Silicon Valley Workforce 

Investment Network (work2future) Executive Committee and/or the 

work2future Board, so long as moneys have been appropriated and there is 

an unexpended and unencumbered balance of such appropriation sufficient 

to pay the expenses of the agreement. 

 

2. All amendments to City Council-approved agreements that have been 

reviewed and approved by the work2future Executive Committee and/or the 

work2future Board so long as moneys have been appropriated and there is 

an unexpended and unencumbered balance of such appropriation sufficient 

to pay the expenses of the agreement. 

 

3. All grants and subgrant agreements for discretionary funding applied for 

and approved by the work2future Board, for the period from July 1, 2009 

to June 30, 2010, so long as moneys have been appropriated and there is 
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an unexpended and unencumbered balance of such appropriation 

sufficient to pay the expenses of the agreement.
